VALUE OF ASHES FOR POTATOES. 
On a small patch of land which I have 


cultivated this season to. potatoes, ashes 
were applied in the hill at the rate of sixty 
bushels to the acre, save on the row which 
was left for the purpose of comparison. 
On 


this no ashes were applied. 
On digging the 


potatoes, those from the row without ashes 
and also those, from the two adjacent rows 
were weighed. 
Comparing the yield t»r an 


acre each, the following is the result:

Allowing for the labor of applying theeohes, 
and also for 
excess of small potatoes 


from the ground upon which no ashes w«ro 
applied, it would ba safe to regard the value 
of the as 
bushel. 


The ashes were from mixed wood, about 


two thirds soft wood aud one third hard 
wood.

also givo prompter relief than n dose of 
opiurn. The mustard plaster, HO much iu 
rogue and so very efficient as a topical rem- 
edy in many affections, is a familiar csainple 
of the value of kitchen medicine. The USD ol 
table-salt iu restraining hemoptysis, and 
even tho use of oil of turpentine, niny !>e 
instanced as further eiamples. 


Cayenne pepper will do as good service in 


certain affections, as iu bowel complaints, 
or ussd as a gargle in sore throat, or taken 
in spirits of some kind as n preventive of 
deleterious effects of exposure to mnlaria, as 
many other remedies more frequently pre- 
scribed.^ Vinegar comes in use as a local 
application very often; it is good to impreg- 
nate (i sponge, to allay excessive action in 
the skin iu fevers and iu the sweats of hec- 
tic. It is often as good internally, in some 
form or other, as other acids, mineral as 
w«U us vegetable, to assist digestion in 
certain varieties of dyspepsia. If is often 
as good an ingredient iu a gargle as an.y 
other acid, and very often the best iuhala- 
tiou that can be given iu certain inflamma- 
tory conditions of the respiratory passages. 


Salt and water is nil excellent touie to the 


skin an efficient laxative in moderate costive-

than any saline purge; the very best and 
least injurious substance to use in the nasnl 
douche to detach the accumulated secretions 
of certain forms of catarrhal inflammations 
of tho nasal passages. 
Spices of various 


kiuds are splendid carminatives internally 
administered, and, quilted between folds of 
fiannet, they form an excellent bandage to 
be worn over the abdomen of patients sub- 
ject to bowel complaints. Dry salt similar- 
ly quilted between folds of flannel, 
and 


heated before a fire, retains bent a long time 
and is an excellent application 
iu painful 


conditions of tho bowels. 


Cucumbers, cabbage, tomatoes, fruits of 


various kinds properly selected, unbolted 
flour, milk, calves' brains, sweetbreads, 
oysters,terrapins,certain kind of ingredients, 
iu far bettor elaboration than tho skill of the 
pharmacist can prepare, which can often be 
utilized for supplying deficiencies in the 
economy iu tho treataieut of chronic disease.
